Asparagus, like other vegetables, 
should be cooked only until tender 
in as little water and for as short 
a time as possible. When cooked this 
way the attractive green color, de­ 
licious flavor, and food value will 
be retained, explains Miss Eleanor 
Drtiry, home economics extension 
representative. 
There are several ways of serving 
asparagus. In the plain buttered 
form it is delicious, or it may be 
escalloped, served 
with 
creamed 
sauce or hollandaise sauce, or in 
soups and salads. 
If the supply is sufficient to pro­ 
vide all that the family can eat and 
a surplus besides, why not can for 
winter use? Miss Drury asks. For 
canning the asparagus should be in 
prime condition. Two hours 
from 
garden to can is a good rule. 
“Wash the asparagus and grade 
for uniformity,” Miss Drury urges 
“After being tied in bundles to suit 
the length of the jars, put the as­ 
paragus in a saucepan with boiling 
water over the tough lower portions. 
Pre-cook for three minutes or cut 
the asparagus into 1-inch length?, 
add enough water to cover, and boil 
for two minutes. Pack boiling hot 
into hot containers, cover with water 
in which the asparagus was boiled, 
and add one teaspoon of salt to each 
quart. Process in a pressure cooker 
for 40 minutes at 10 pounds pres­ 
sure or in a hot water bath for two 
hours.

Half Of Sixty 
Blind In County 
To Get Pensions 


Approximately half of the 60 blind 
persons in Lawrence county are ex­ 
pected to be eligible for the state 
pensions which start next month, 
advices from Harrisburg state. 
The State Welfare Department of­ 
ficials, after scanning data which 
has already been compiled, on the 
number of blind persons in the 
state, have set up a tentative esti­ 
mate on the basis of impaired vis­ 
ion, of those believed eligible. This 
estimated total is 3,283. 
The probable number in Law­ 
rence county has been placed at 
30, bv these officials. 
Governor Pinchot has set aside 
$125,000 from the state stores fund 
for the first monthly payments.

Handwriting 
Reveals Clues 


Expert Says Handwriting 
Holds Secret Of Career 
To Be Followed By 
Child

PARIS. May 18.—A child's han d ­ 
writing reveals the secret of w hat 
career it should follow when grown 
up, according to Rafael Scherm ann, 
internationally-know n graphologist. 
Proper 
analysis 
of 
handw riting 
should enable parents to guide their 
young into professions for which 
they are best fitted, he declared to­ 
day in an exclusive interview. 
“T hat is not all.” Scherm ann said 
“for the clues to be read in a child's 
handw riting often can save him or 
her from a life tragedy and even 
from suicide. I have come across 
num erous examples of th a t.” 
Scherm ann, who is reputed 
to 
have helped unravel m any m yster­ 
ious crimes for police departm ents 
all over the world by analyzing 
specim ents of handw riting, told how 
the study 
of 
child 
penm anship 
was made p art of the work of a 
Viennese association which assisted 
parents in guiding their young, p ar­ 
ticularly when in their teens. 
“This experience confirmed w hat 
I had long felt,—th a t parents often 
know least about their own child­ 
ren,’ * Scherm ann 
stated.

rarely have any idea of the true in­ 
stinctive .desires 
of 
their 
young 
These 
are 
often 
writen 
plainly 
enough 
in 
their handw riting — if 
only 
they 
could 
read 
its 
true 
secrets and not merely w hat is spell­ 
ed by words.”

An interesting sidelight on the 
unusual services sometimes rendered 
by the New Castle Chamber of Com­ 
merce has been brought to light thru 
the project questionnaires recently 
sent out to the leading business and 
professional men and women of the 
community. 
Constantly on the alert, not only 
to foster and promote those things 
that are good for the community, 
but likewise to forestall projects that 
are detrimental to the welfare of the 
citizens of New Castle. The Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, within the past 
year, saved the home of a widow 
who had, unknowingly, signed a 
judgment note for nearly $2,000 for 
a group of out-of-town promoters. 
For the first time and as a result 
of the recent questionnaire, the story 
may now be told. 
Ilie widow was approached by the 
promoters who offered to make cer­ 
tain alterations to her home, her 
sole possession. 
Her home, after 
having been remodeled, so the pro­ 
moters represented, was to be shown 
as a “sample” house. In return for 
permitting them to bring “prospects” 
there to inspect the sample house, 
the widow was to receive a commis­ 
sion on all sales which might be 
made. She wTas then asked to sign 
a “working agreement” which she 
did (without reading the document) 
and which later turned out to be a 
judgment note for near $2,000. 


Realizing too late what she had 
signed, the case was turned over to 
an attorney. 
The promoters were 
from a distant city. 
Immediately 
they placed a lien In their county 
against the widow’s home, which 
meant that any court action against 
them must be fought out in the 
courts of that county. The attorney 
for the widow felt the case was hope­ 
less, from a legal standpoint. As a 
last resort, the widow brought her 
story to the office of the Chamber 
of Commerce. Tracers were put on 
tl e individuals perpetrating the pro­ 
motion scheme through agencies 
available to the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, and similar cases were un­ 
covered in nearby communities. The 
Chamber of Commerce in the city 
from which the promoters operated 
entered into the investigation and 
gradually a net was drawn around 
the so-called president of the pro­ 
motion outfit. 
Confronted with his record, after 
the first show of fight, he asked the 
local Chamber of Commerce office If 
they would withdraw their action 
against his “company” if he with­ 
drew the judgment against the 
widow’s home and returned the 
judgment note. This was agreed to 
and her home was saved. 
With­ 
out an adequate, fully-functioning 
Chamber of Commerce there would 
have been other local victims of this 


same swindle. The widow in ques­ 
tion, needless to say, is today a 
staunch booster for the New Castle 
Chamber of Commerce.

June 30, 1933. 
Loans and discounts showed a sub­ 
stantial slump. These items M arch 
5 am ounted to $7,899,279,000 as com­ 
pared with $8,101,156,000 in Decem­ 
ber and $8,116,972,000 June 30 of last 
year. 
Deposit liabilities of the national 
banks M arch 5 totaled $18,790,487,- 
000, an increase of $1,200,605,000 over 
December and of $2,016,372,000 as 
compared with June, 1933.

In the “Olivet discourse” in M at­ 
thew 24 and 25 we have one of the 
five principal discourses of our Lord 
recorded in the New Testament, a 
great prophetic revelation of the 
consummation of this present age. 
Out of apparent impending failure 
in the shadow of his cross, Jesus 
calmly surveys the ages and predicts 
for himself and his program the po­ 
sition of continual supremacy. 
When and How of Christ’s Coming 
Two questions of his disciples 
precipitated 
this great 
prophetic 
panoramic portrayal of history. One 
question dealt with its time and an ­ 
other with its manner, the when and 
the how of Christ’s coming: “Tell 
us, when shall these things be? and 
what shall be the sign of the com­ 
ing, and of the end of the world?” 
To answer these questions he gave 
them an outline of history dealing 
chiefly with Israel from the destruc­ 
tion of Jerusalem, fulfilled in the 
year 70 A. D., through the period of 
tribulation attending his coming in 
the clouds with power and great 
glory. 
The Present Age’s Characteristics 
In 24:4-14 Jesus portrays 
the 
characteristics of this present age in ! 
which we are now’ living and which 
must end in the consummation of * 
tribulation and glory he here out­ 
lines. 
It was to be characterized by the 
prevalence of false teachers in the 
realm of religion: “Take heed that* 
no m an lead you astray. For many ; 


shall come in my name saying, I am 
the Christ; and shall lead many 
astray.’ Another characteristic shall 
be the prevalence of "wars and 
rumors of wars—for nation shall 
rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom, and there shall be 
famines and earthquakes in divers 
places. But all these things are the 
beginning of travail.” We may call 
it post-war depression and regard it 
as chiefly economic, and thus per­ 
haps miss its spiritual implications 
which might suggest more serious 
reflections as to whether the world’s 
present tribulation may not be a 
harbinger of the consummation Je­ 
sus predicted 1,900 years ago on the 
Mount of Olives! 
In the meantime 
our obligation is the evangelization 
of the world in preparation for our 
Lord’s return, for “this gospel of 
the kingdom shall be preached in 
the whole world for a testimony un­ 
to all nations: and then shall the 
end come.” 
The Period of Israel’s Tribulation 
Attending our Lord’s return in 
glory he predicted a brief period of 
unprecedented tribualtions for God s 
people Israel. He couples this spe­ 
cifically with certain predictions of 
the same sort in the prophecy of 
Daniel of “the abomination of deso- j 
lation”: “Except those 
days 
had 
been shortened, no flesh would have 
been saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened.” 
The Lord’s Glorious Coming. 
The signs point as certainly to the 
Lord's glorious coming again as the 
buds of spring point forward to sum­ 
mer. It’s date is not to be set by usj 
of “of th at day and hour knoweth 
no one, not even the 
angels o f ! 
heaven, neither the Son but the F a - ! 
ther”. Our obligation is to be that j 
of the watchfulness of the "faithful 
and wise servant”, the readiness of 
the wise virgins who kept oil in their 
lamps and the faithfulness of the 
good servant who made profitable !

S. M Garwood, production credit 
commissioner of the Farm Credit 
Administration 
in Washington, D. 
C., th at about $25.000.000 in produc­ 
tion loans and approvals has. al­ 
ready been granted through produc­ 
tion credit associations and that the I 
volume of loans is expected to in- * 
crease as the season advances. 
“A part of this money has been 
paid out in our county,” Mr. Haag ! 
said. 
“From its office in Butler the \ 
Association is now making an in- ! 
crease number of loans to farmers 
in Allegheny, Armstrong, 
Beaver, : 
Butler, Clarion, Jefferson and Law­ 
rence counties, for the purpose of 
growing crops and for purchasing I 
work-stock and farming supplies for ! 
the season’s operations. 
The loans are made on crop, live- j 
stock and equipment security. 
Mr. Haag has Just received word 
from Governor W. I. Myers of the 
Farm 
Credit 
Administration 
in 
Washington. D. C., that the interest j 
rate on new loans from productions 
credit association has been reduced 
from 5% to 5 per cent and becomes, 
effective immediately. 
“The new interest rate of 5 per 
cent will not effect loans already ! 
advanced in full.” Mr. Haag said. 
“These will continue to bear 
the 
rate of interest prevailing at the 
time the loan was closed. 
The in­ 
terest charges on loans from 
the 
Association are collected when the 
loans mature. 
“The reduction of the interest to 
5 per cent on new loans,” Mr. Haag 
continued, “is made possible by a re­ 
cent sale of Federal Interm ediate 
Credit Bank debentures to investors 
at an unusually low rate of inter­ 
est. 
The Association gets money 
to lend farmers from the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank of Bal­ 
timore. 
So practically speaking, 
the Butler Production Credit Asso­ 
ciation derives its lending funds 
from the investing public and not 
from tax appropriations. 
The lowering of the interest rate 
on new loans tc 5 per cent is the 
second reduction in two months, the 
rate having been reduced from 6 to 
5 Vi per cent on March 16.
